It must be said to the credit of this noted divine that 
his purpose in stepping out of the pulpit was to acquire 
the means of rendering a more capable service to those 
who need and deserve assistance, but the pathway from 
the pulpit to the w*orld is always strewn with good inten­ 
tions.

Any preacher who feels the inclination to abandon the 
pulpit should plow a few rounds and I venture the suggestion, that he will 
hurry back to tho pulpit.

Road building is a scientific prob­ 
lem—not a haphazard job. 
We be­

taken tomorrow, 99 per cent of the 
people of this land would claim that 
they were amply qualified to build a 
road and edit a newspaper. 
Only a 
small percentage get a chance to try 
their hands on the blue pencil propo­ 
sition, but a trip over almost any 
country road will convince one that 
most of the 99 have had a crack at 
road building. 
Little by little the public in general 
and the officials charged with the re­ 
sponsibility 
for 
our 
highways 
are 
learning that road building requires 
expert 
knowledge 
and 
experience. 
T hat ridiculous, antiquated provision 


in road cons*. .ciion. 
Iii certain in­ 
stances the office pays only a portion 
of the cost of these roads and tho 
balance is borne by the county in 
which the road is located. 
It is too bad that wre had to w-alt 
for the wail of the stalled automo­ 
bilist to awaken us to the shameful 
condition cf our roads. 
A Scotch civil 
engineer was imported as adviser in 
the m atter of building a railway over 
our great western plains. 
Ile investi­ 
gated very carefully and gravely re­ 
ported that the project was unfeasible. 
When pressed for his reason by the 
astonished promoters of the enterprise, 
he said: “ You cannot build a line of 
railway over that 
country because 
there’s no place to run your tunnels.” 
The “designer” of most of our country 
roads has been laboring under a simi­ 
lar twisted and contorted vision of 
his job—but we’re on our way.—Iowra 
Homestead.

The Powerful Searchlights Now Used 
By German Army. 


CONCRETE ROADS GAIN FAVOR 


Highways Are Expensive to Build, but 
Are Proving, Especially in Cali­ 
fornia, Everlasting. 


Investigations by the departm ent of 
agriculture have shown a wonderful 
increase in the popularity of roads 
with heavy concrete base. Such roads 
are expensive to build, but are proving, 
especially in sections like California, 
almost everlasting. 
The best invest­ 
m ent California has made has been 
her good roads. 
There have been 
some mistakes; there have been dis­ 
appointments because of the inability 
to cover all sections, but there have 
been enough benefits secured from the 
good roads to amply compensate for 
all they have cost. 


Community Action Needed. 
In many places community action in 
destroying w’eeds is necessary, as it 
may not be profitable for a farmer to 
clear his side of the road if the other 
side is allowed to remain a harboring 
place for pests. 


Paris, M arch 16.—French scientists 


are claiming that the intensely pow­ 


erful searchlight now' 
used on the 


German Zeppelins is the invention of 
a Frenchman, Monsieur Dussaud. who 


described the new' lighting system lo 
the Academy of Science four years 
ago, but it appears not to have been 
put into use by the French forces, 
merely because of red 
tape 
delay. 
The invention is called “Cold Light,” 
and it is said to realize an effective 
illuminating power equal to 90 per 
cent of ihe initial energy, whereas in 
the ordinary lighting systems SO to 
90 per cent of the initial energy is 
absorbed in heat. 
Monsieur D ussaud’s invention wras 
patented in all countries of the world. 
A Berlin concern bought the German 
rights in 1913, but France ignored it. 
After the outbreak of hostilities the 
inventor placed himself at the dis­ 
posal of French authorities, but red 
tape kept the invention and the in­ 
ventor traveling from one office to an­ 
other until Monsieur Dqssaud gave up 
in discouragement. 
During the recent Zeppelin raids 
on Paris, eye-witnesses described the 
German light as a 
piercing 
cloud, 
that stopped the rays of 
the 
m ost 
powerful searchlights from 
the 
en ­ 
trenched camp of Paris. 
The light 
consisted of 
perpendicular 
flashes, 
whose rays w'ere so intense as to 
make the streets on 
w'hich

was 
focussed almost as light as day.

How far into Mexico the colonel 
had reached last night w*as unknown 
here, nor did Gen. Funston appear 
greatly concerned.

the week. By that time it is expected 
an infantry support will hold the lines 
of communication, along which motor 
trucks for the transportation of am­ 
munition and supplies will be operat­ 
ed.

Lane conceived the idea that the rest 
of the country ought, if possible, to 
be given the opportunity of seeing it. 
lie accordingly wrote a letter to Dan­ 
iel Willard, president of the Balti­ 
more and Ohio 
railroad, 
requesting 
the free use of a complete train for 
that purpose. 
President Willard re­ 
sponded immediately and offered to 
furnish an all-steel train of any neces­ 
sary number of cars to trnsport the 
exhibits 
The railroad also agreed to 
haul this train free of charge over 
the entire length of its line, stopping j 
a sufficient length of time in each j 
city or town to enable the people to j 
inspect thoroughly the 
various 
ex * 
hibits. 
It has been tentatively agreed that 
this train will be in Washington by 
May I, and that it will be equipped 
as rapidly as possible and sent on its! 
way. 
An itinerary will be arranged ] 
without delay. 
It is the plan of Sec-J 
rotary Lane that upon the completion} 
* 
of this itinerary the other prominent j 
.railroads of the country w ill be asked j 
to extend similar favors over their 
lines and in this way he hopes that 
everyone in the country sufficiently j 
interested will be able to see the ex-i 
hibits. 
The exposition held in Washington 
originated with the Bureau of Mines 
and through tho encouragement of 
Secretary Lane spread to ail other de­ 
partments until twenty-seven federal 
bureaus were represented, as well as 
the American Red Cross and the po­

Columbia. 
“I am of the opinion that such a 
moving exposition will be 
of 
great 
educational advantage to the country, ’ 
said Secretary Lane today. 
“The ex­ 
position as I saw it was a revelation 
as to the extent of the federal gov­ 
ernment’s activities along the lines of 
life saving and property saving. That 
it created great popular interest was 
evidenced by the fact that in the very 
busy city of W ashington, having man­ 
ifold other interests, the exposition 
attracted more than 
35,000 
persons 
during the week. 
“Best of all, this moving exposi­ 
tion will give the people of the in­ 
terior tow*ns and cities an oppoi tun­ 
ny to see and understand w’hat the 
federal government is doing in places 
remote. 
For instance, the w’ork of 
the Public Health Service, treasury 
department, in guarding the gateways 
of the republic against epidemics of 
diseases sent us from foreign shores 
and the stamping out of these diseases 
on the threshold of the country; the 
work of the coast guard service, treas­ 
ury department, in saving life at sea, 
making the ocean lanes safe for trav­ 
el; the Navigation Bureau, commerce 
department, with its extensive system

as a result of the w ar is being taken 
advantage of here 
to 
the 
utmost. 
Fortunes are m aking in the shipping 
business and prices for freight steam ­ 
ers have risen to 
practically limit­ 
less figures 
The continuing demand for more 
ships has induced the 
Japanese de­ 
partm ent of communications to sum­ 
marize the exact situation of Japan­ 
ese 
shipping. 
The 
investigation 
shows that Jap a n ’s progress is not 
due to the w ar alone, though it has, 
of course been immensely stim ulated 
by it, but has been going on for the 
last fifteen years. Japan now has 2,- 
132 vessels of over twenty tens reg­ 
ister, with a total tonnage of 1,604,- 
900, while the number of vessels of 
over 1,000 tons is 416, 
with a total 
tonnage of 1,331,308. 
There are 66 
m erchanht ships each 
of 
5,(HK) tons 
or over, now sailing limier the flag 
of Japan. 
Six new freight carrying 
steam ships have been launched with­ 
in a month. 
'rho shortage of shipbuilding m a­ 
terial is being felt at all docks, but 
as far as tile stock is availabe work 
is being pushed on day 
and night, 
and some ship owners have r yen of­ 
fered prizes for the completion of a 
ship before contract dates. A striking 
example of quick building was the 
steam er Taisho Maru, recently com­ 
pleted for the Hokuyo Steam ship Co., 
which was launched within three and 
a Half months after the laying of the 
keel and trimmed for navigation in 
three weeks. 
That 
a ship of 3,000 
tons was completed in so short a pe­ 
riod is a record 
in 
Japanese ship­ 
building. 
Jap a n ’s great commercial fleet has 
come into existence since 1884. when 
Japan really began to build ships of 
iron. For a period of about 200 years, 
between the seventeenth 
and nine­ 
teenth centuries, the building of ves­ 
sels of over 50 tons net was prohib­ 
ited by the government, and it was 
not until the arrival of Commodore 
Perry from the 
United 
States that 
Japan became awakened to the nec­ 
essity of 
laying 
down 
ocean-going 
vessels. The first steel vessel 
was I 
built in 1890. 
In recent weeks 
the 
ocean trade 
has shown signs of increasing activi­ 
ty, and everywhere 
is 
heard 
com­ 
plaint of shortage of tonnage. In the 
cement 
market, 
for 
example, 
the 
paucity of freight space has caused 
a big congestion. At the Moji alone 
60.000 barrels 
consigned 
to Singa­ 
pore are waiting for ships 
to 
take 
thorn away. 
The 
congestion in ce­ 
ment is partly due to a controversy 
over carrying rates, the shippers of­ 
fering 75 cents per barrel as against 
45 cents some time ago. The shipping 
companies are standing 
out 
for a 
dollar a barrel. Similar disputes are 
arising 
weekly 
in 
other 
lines 
of 
goods as the boom in trade advances. 
On the 
New 
York-Yokohoma 
or 
Shanghai line the boom is now at its 
height on account of the tem porary 
closing of the Panama canal and the 
prolongation of the route. R eturning 
to the far east the vessels are loaded 
with war munitions for Russia. 
On the Bombay route trade is more 
active than ever, because the Japan- 
ese-Indian trade in cotton and other 
goods is progressing with wonderful 
rapidity. On the outward trips every 
liner has her hold full of miscellan­ 
e o u s articles for India and on the 
homeward voyage raw cotton fills up 
livery inch of shipping space. The av­ 
erage rate per ton has ruled 25 yen,

Columbia, Mo., March 16.—Spraying 
pays only when one knoww what a 
plant is being sprayed for and when 
the right sort of spray is used, accord­ 
ing to Prof. VV. H. Lawrence, of the 
horticultural department of the Uni­ 
versity of Missouri. 
The only way to treat plants for a 
fungus disease is to spray well before 
the disease gets a start, for any sub­ 
stance that, is strong enough to kill an 
internal fungus will kill 
the 
plant 
also. 
It is easy to see, therefore, that 
the best remedy for fungus disease is 
prevention. 
This 
is 
obtained 
by 
spraying the plant with 
some 
good 
material that will thoroughly cover it 
and thus prevent the fungus from en­ 
tering. 
Most insects may be controlled by 
spraying. 
There 
are 
two 
distinct 
types of insects, those that chew' their 
food and those that get their food by 
sucking the sap. 
The control of the 
first type of insects is best carried on 
by 
spraying 
their food. 
Spray the 
plant with some poison which, w'hen 
taken into its stomach, will kill the 
insect. 
It happens that those insects which 
obtain their food by sucking the sap 
have thin, soft bodies. The plant may 
be rid of them by applying a spray 
that will burn or dry them up. 
Thus 
it is possible to control these insects 
without 
injuring 
the 
plants 
upon 
which they feed. 
W ater is the best carrying medium. 
To this should be added 
the 
other 
things that go to make up the spray. 
A perfect coating of the spray is de 
sired in all cases, as it is best to sup­ 
ply it under pressure. 
A pressure of 
200 to 250 pounds gives excellent re­ 
sults if the outfit is in good condition
